Irishtown, at the Warner hospital this morning at 7:10 o'clock, the 
wheels of Adams county justice were set in motion to charge Charles 
Lawrence, 53, also of Irishtown. with murder. 
I he victim of Charles Lawrence’s alleged beating died of a frac­ 
tured skull, inflicted with a blunt instrument, hospital attendants 
said. 
Ile never full! regained consciousness after being admitted to 
the hospital, and police were unable to secure from him a statement 
of what transpired at Charles Lawrence's one-story shack last Sat­ 
urday night. 
To Bring Murder Charge 
Sergeant Joseph Merrifield was to be asked to swear out a war­ 
rant. charging Charles Lawrence with murder. District Attorney 
John P. Butt said this morning, and Dr. Edgar A. Miller, Adams 
county coroner, went ahead with plans to conduct an inquest into 
Lawrence’s death this afternoon. 
John L. Lawrence, a school director in Oxford township, was 
brought io Iht hospital. Sunday morning, shortly before noon, in an 
unconscious condition. 
Poth eyes were blackened and swollen, and 
his face was badly lacerated, presumably by a blunt instrument, 
hospital attendants said.

An especially severe wound ju st 
above the left eye was revealed by 
an X-ray exam ination to be a com­ 
pound fracture of the skull.

Out of the Past 


Happenings of Days Gone by 
as Chronicled in The Star 
and Sentinel and The 
Gettysburg

A correspondent writes us that on 
Sunday night, while a protracted meet­ 
ing was in progress in the Lower Ber­ 
mudian church, one of the converts 
commenced shouting.

hand side of the highway as is rea­ 
sonably pbsrlible, and upon approach­ 
ing any curve where the view is ob­ 
structed within a distance of 200 feet 
along the highway, to give audible 
warning with a horn or other w arn­ 
ing device, under Section 1026 of the 
vehicular traffic code,” Benjamin G. 
Eynon, reg istrar of motor vehicles, 
departm ent of highways, saki today. 
“Section 1026 also 
requires 
the 
operators of m otor vehicles when tra ­ 
versing m ountain highways to keep 
such vehicles under control,” Mr. Eyn­ 
on said.
